Skiing to success

coach Nick Baic heads to Olympics 


While the area will not see any lo- 
cal folks going for the gold in the 
upcoming Olympic Games in Salt 
Lake City, Utah, some Boyne City 
skiers are busy gearing up tor some 
Olympic excitement of their own. 

As Boyne City High School cross 
country skiers Brad Winkler and 
Geoff Martin prepare to make a trip 
to the Junior Nationals, sometimes 
called the Junior Olympics in McCall, 
Idaho this March, their coach, Nick 
Baic, will already be on his way to 
his own Olympic encounter as across 
county ski event official at Salt Lake 
City. 

If you speak to Baic, though, it’s 
not his own trip to the big event in 
Utah that he’s most interested in talk- 
ing about — it’s the achievement of 
Winkler and Martin. 

Despite a season of canceled races 
due to lack of snow, Winkler and 
Martin have both worked hard to 
make the grade. “They worked at it,” 
Baic said simply, including plenty of 
summer training. Winkler, the son of 
Janine and Chuck, is the number one 
qualifier in the region, making this his 
second year at Nationals, and Mar- 
tin, son of Susan and Ken Martin, will 
be making his first trip. After the 
upcoming state meet in Ishpeming, 
the two will have a month to train for 
the big event, scheduled for March 2-

Start- 
ing out at the age of three, Baic grew 
up immersed in skiing, his father hav- 
ing skied for Yugoslavia in the 1948 
Olympics and later officiating at the 
Lake Placid games in 1982. Grow- 
ing up, Baic said, there weren’t a Jot 
of opportunities locafly for he and his 
brother, Milan, to cross country ski 
competitively, so they primarily raced 
in Sault Ste. Marie or Minnesota. 
From around the age of 10, the fam- 
ily traveled around Michigan to teach 
ski clinics, and after high school, Baic

BC chamber board 
to vote on Main 
Street collaboration 


At its upcoming regular meeting, 
the Boyne Area Chamber of Com- 
merce board of directors will face a 
decision that could change the struc- 
ture of the chamber and its future 
functioning. 

The board will be presented with 
new by-laws which incorporate the 
principals of the Main Street program, 
an effort which has been pursued by 
several community members over the 
last few years. Main Street is a pro- 
gram developed by the National Main 
Street Center of the National Trust for 
Historic Preservation, based on acom- 
prehensive strategy of work, tailored 
to meet local needs and opportunities. 
Main Street focuses on four key areas: 
organization, design, promotion, and 
economic restructuring, and has been 
utilized in commercial districts nation- 
wide over the last 20 years. Cumula- 
tively, it has generated more than $12 
billion in new investment, with a net 
gain of more than 193,000 new jobs 
and 51,000 new businesses. 


For Main Street committee mem- 
ber Mary Campbell, the combination 
of the two efforts seerns a natural fit. 
With similar mission statements, both 
the Main Street effort and the Cham- 
ber of Commerce aim to advance the 
economic environment of the com- 
munity on several levels, while fos- 
tering the welfare and pride of the 
community as a whole, The cham- 
ber has been an established entity for 
a number of years, while the Main 
Street effort, though it’s enjoyed its 
share of City and community support, 
has thus far not been able to establish 
the kind of momentum hoped for. 

Last fall, when the chamber found 
itself looking for anew director, Main 
Street committee members began to 
consider the idea of approaching the 
board about combining efforts. “We 
thought ‘wow, do we really need two 
organizations?’” said Campbell. 
While the answer was possibly no,

10,000 kids participating. 

Here in northern Michigan, he’s 
worked to mobilize programs in 
Charlevoix, Petoskey, and Boyne 
City, with mixed but encouraging re- 
sults. He's also continued to coach 
at other levels, spending the last de- 
cade as coach of the Junior US ski 


team in the region, as well as keep- 
ing his hand in officiating major races 
such as his stint as the head official 
of last year’s National Championship. 

As the Olympic Committee leaves 
it up to each individual sport to get 
officials in place, Baic’s credentials 
made him a natural choice, as a fa- 
miliar face in the United States Ski
